There is one procedure that potentially involves unalleviated pain or distress. The resident- 
intruder test is commonly used to examine aggressive behavior. The subject animal is placed in 
an arena (20x25x45 cm cage) to establish "residence." After ten minutes an "intruder" animal is 
introduced into the arena and aggressive behavior on the part of the resident is quantified for a 
further ten minutes. Both animals are of the same species. Aggression typically is manifested by 
threat displays and chases, although biting occasionally occurs. The use of large cages allows 
the animals room for separation. Animals are closely monitored by trained personnel 
throughout the test to ensure that neither animal is seriously harmed. Any instance in which 
skin is penetrated will result in termination of the test, as will an apparent inability by either of 
the animals to defend itself. Any attempt to preclude the possible distress would invalidate the 
testing procedure. A majority of animals do not experience unalleviated distress, but are 
included in category E because distress due to exposure to a more dominant animal is possible.
